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Up-date inventory 


of Quinte’s forests 


A $900,000 inventory update 
of forest resources is now 
underway in eastern Ontario. 


The project, designed to 
update information needed for 
long-term forest management is 
funded under the Eastern 
Ontario Subsidiary Agreement, 
a Canada-Ontario undertaking 
to assist development projects in 
the province’s Eastern Region. 
Costs will be shared equally by 
the Federal Department of 
Regional Economic expansion 
(DREE) and the government of 
Ontario. 


The new survey will cover 
forests on public and private 
lands within the triangle formed 
by the St. Lawrence and Ottawa 
Rivers and the counties of Prince 
idward and Has tings. The area 
s more than 11,200 square miles. 


The Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources is doing the 
iurvey, which is scheduled for 
sompletion in early September. 


The Ministry’s Napanee, 
3rockville, Cornwall, Lanark, 
Dttawa and Tweed Districts will 
»e surveyed simultaneously by 
38 two-person crews of forestry 
graduates and undergraduates. 
Some 23,000 sample plots are 
being established to obtain data 
on species, he ights, age, area, 
productivity and general 
change. 


The forest resources inventory 
sroup in Toronto is providing 
squipment and training to 
2nsure that the work is being 
carried out to a consistent high 
standard. 


An update inventory is 
expected to contribute directly 
to more effective use of the 
province's forests in the region, 
including better planning for 
long-term resource availability.

Girl swims the mile in 15 min. 12 secs

‘Take the Challenge’ was the 
theme in Sophiasburgh 
Centennial Park, Northport, 
Sunday morning, and 15 people 
did just that.

Sponsored by 
Sophiasburgh Recreation in co- 
operation with Prince Edward 
County Loyalist Days, regist- 
ration for the marathon took 
place at 9:30 a.m. in the park. 


The responsibilities of each 
swimmer included having a boat 
accompany him or her, 
complete with a rower, 
lifeguard, three lifejackets, 
blankets and other miscellan- 
eous items in the event of a 
mishap. 


In addition Constables Randy 
Fairman and Bill Wallby from the 
Picton Detach ment of the OPP 
were on hand in their boat to 
offer assistance if needed. 


In a pre-departure talk to the 
swimmers before they left by 
boat to the Big Island shore, 
program supervisor, Liz Duyzer, 
raised everyone's spirits and 


reinforced their courage when 
she concluded, ‘We do have 
scuba equipment just in case 
anyone does get lost!’ 


But no one got lost and there 
were no mishaps. All 15 
Participants, eight of whom 
were from Sophiasburgh 
Township, two from Picton and 
five from the Belleville-Trenton 
areas, left Big Island at 11:23 a.m. 
and made the far shore within a 
half hour. 


Trophies for the event were 
donated bySophiasburgh 
resident Max MacDonald, each 
winner in the male and female 
class receiving a large trophy 
which they will keep with their 
names inscribed on them until 
the event is held another year. 
Also the winners received 
smaller trophies which they 
keep indefinitely.

The fastest female swimmer 
was Kim Barton of Belleville with 
a time of 15 minutes and 12 
seconds. 


Fastest male swimmer was Rod 
Holloway of Picton, reaching the 
Northport dock in 25 minutes 
and 13 seconds. 


In announcing the winners, 
Liz Duzer gave special 
recognition to two other 
swimmers who came in very 
close, Karen Kvarda of Belleville 
with a time of 15 minutes and 31 
seconds, and Cicile Chiasson of 
Trenton with a time of 15 
minutes and 33 seconds. 


In accepting his award, Rod 
Holloway, a physical education 
teacher at Prince Edward 
Heights, said his only problem 
during the swim was the girls 
who seemed to be going by him. 


In comparing the time 
difference betweeen the fastest 
male and fastest female 
swimmer, Mr. Holloway 
stressed, ‘Girls should hold their 
heads high and be proud.’ 


All swimmers were presented 
with Loyalist Day buttons and 
Canada flag pins were presented 
by Sean O’Brien on behalf of the 
Sophiasburgh Boy Scouts. 


President of the Sophiasburgh

Island, thanked all those who 
participated in the swim and 
took part in the planning.

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Hydro executives field 
questions on local issues 


From time to time, the 
Scanner has been critical of 
some of the policies and 
procedures of Ontario Hydro. 


Last Thursday, the Scanner 
editor had a chance to question, 
directly, Dane MacCarthy of 
Hydro who is moving up to the 
position of vice-president of 
corporate relations as c‘ August. 


The opportunity was 
presented at a press conference 
held at Ontario Hydro’s Eastern 
Ontario headquarters in 
Belleville. Mr MacCarthy was in 


WHAT POLLUTION IS AT 
THE BOTTOM OF THELONG 
REACH ... MERCURY? 


Background: 


When a 230-kv line to bring 
electricity from North Freder- 
icksburgh to Prince Edward 
County was first proposed, 
county people strongly opposed 
power lines crossing over the 
Long Reach in the air, and 
spoiling the view. 


Ontario Hydro decided to 
submarine a cable under the 
Reach instead, but it was several 
years before they could get 
approval for proposals to 
accomplish this which would be 
‘environmentally approved’ by 
the Ministry of the Environment. 


Approval has now been given 
to three alternatives and tenders 
have been put out for the 
contract. 


Meanwhile, a temporary 44-kv 
submarine line will be in place 
by the-end of July of this year. 
Poles are going up now on the 
North Fredericksburgh side and 
holes are being dug for poles in 
Prince Edward County. Stringing 
of lines will begin in the next few 
weeks. 


Question: Why did it take so 
long to get environmental 
approval ... was it because of 
pollution or poisons at the 
bottom of the Reach which 
would be stirred up? ... Is ther e 
mercury in the sludge because 
of the Moira River ? ... What 
solutions were finally found? 


Answer: Dane MacCarthy said 
he didn’t have the answers as he 
was not famililar with the local 
problem, but he would send the 
Scanner more information. 


‘There’s pollution every- 
where,’ he said. ‘Causing 
minimum environmental 
damage is a trade-off situation.’ 


WHAT ABOUT NUCLEAR 
WASTE? 


Background: Atomic Energy of 
Canada Limited has set a 
deadline of the year 2,000 for 
solving the problem of where to 
dispose of nuclear waste, and, as 
everyone in this area knows, the 
pre-cambrian shield has been 
suggested as the best place to 
dump it. 


In answer to a question as to 
what was the most efficient way 
to produce electricity by nuclear 
or other, Garlough said, ‘We like 
to think it’s.a mix but by 1990 we

No one committed himself as 
to whether the pre-cambrian 
shield would be the back up for 
the present arrangements. 


ARE YOU DOING ANYTHING 
ABOUT THE HYDRO RATES? 


Background:Premier William 
Davis of Ontario has raised the 
question of the rates being paid 
by rural customers, in 
comparison with those of 
municipal users, and rural 
consumers have been far from 
happy at having to pay more 
than people in the cities. 


Question: What are you doing 
about rural rates? 


Answer: ‘Our mandate is to 
track costs of generation and 
high transmission and to make 
sure rates cover the costs,’ 
Garlough said. ‘In a rural area, 
there are less customers on a line 
to cover the cost of the line that 
in a more densely-populated 
area.’ 


‘Municipalities are extending 
their boundaries and this 
aggravates the problem because 
there are even less rural 
customers to split up the rural 
costs.’ 


‘Recommendations about the 
rate structure are going to the 
Hydro Board of Directors by the 
end of August, and changes 
could be in as early as 1981,’ 
MacCarthy said. 


‘Will rural rates go down and 
municipal up,’ one reporter 
wanted to know. 


MacCarthy didn’t give a yes or 
no. He said it was one possible 
solution but there were others.

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EDITORIAL 


NEUTERING OR SLAUGHTERING 
— THERE IS A CHOICE — 


There was a letter to the editor in a recent issue of the 
Toronto Star which can stand repeating. 

It concerns Toronto’s new $4.5 million building for the 
Toronto Humane Society and the writer points out that 
the money might be better spent on establishing low- 
cost spay/neuter clinics. 

‘The money that is being spent for a glorified 
slaughter-house would be better spent on establishing 
municipal full-time, low-cost spay/neuter clinics to 

reduce and gradually phase out the killing of unwanted 
animals,’ the writer contends. 

We don’t agree that any Humane Society shelter is 
nothing but a ‘glorified slaughter house’. Many of the 
animals are adopted by people who do want them and 
the shelter is a safe haven for lost animals whose owners 
are anxious to get them back. 

But the idea of a free spay/neuter clinic is a good one. 


Some of the larger cities in the United States have 
already introduced free spay/neuter clinics and have 
found that this is as cheap ... if not cheaper ... than 
destroying unwanted animals after they arrive. 

There will always be a need for a Humane Society 
because, unfortunately, there will always be people who 
will mistreat their animals either through ignorance of 
the animal’s needs or through carelessness or because 
they are downright mean. 


The Human Society inspectors investigate complaints 
of this kind and have the power to take action when 
necessary. 


But free spaying or neutering would go a long way 
toward making sure all animals born are wanted and will 


be well cared for. 
It's worth thinking about, isn’t it?

What _ happens when an 
automobile is involved in a head 
on collision? 


At 30 miles an hour, most of 
the impact is absorbed by the 
front end of the car, acting as a 
kind of cushion. The car comes 
to a complete halt a fraction of a 
second later. 


Unrestrained passengers slam 
forward, colliding with the car 
interior, at 30 miles an hour. It is 
this impact that causes human 
injury or even death. 


For children, it can be even 
more hazardous. They can be 
crushed by an_ unrestrained 
adult or, especially, if they're 
leaning out of the window, they 
can be ejected from the car - 
with great force.

Youngsters weighing between 
20-40 pounds may be protected 
by either of two types of child 
restraints. 


The first of these has a five- 
point safety harness and is 
anchored to the car by the adult 
lap belt AND by a top anchor 
strap. 


This strap is important as it 
prevents the top of the seat from 
flying forward in an accident, 
but it is often difficult to install in 
vehicles such as station wagons 
and trucks. 


The second kind of child 
restraint designed for this group 


is the protective shield type of 
seat.

WHAT ABOUT THE HYDRO 
RATE STRUCTURE? 


Background: People have been 
complaining that under the 
present Hydro rate structure you 
don’t save money when you 
conserve. Some people have 
calculated that if they save 30% 
of energy, they only save about 
5% of cost. 


‘You pay the flat rate anyway 

and so much for the next 
amounts and the cost per unit 
goes down with the amount 
used,’ one Prince Edward 
County farmer said. 
Question: The present rate 
structure was fine when Hydro 
was wanting us to use all the 
electricity we could, is that going 
to change now with the energry 
shortage? 


Answer:MacCarthy pointed out 
that even if a person doesn’t use 
the electricity, capital has been 
spent to make the service 
available, and that cost is always 
there. 


‘But, over 80% of the 
customers use more than the 
base amount,’ he said. 


What about incentives to get 
people to use power at off-peak 
demand time, he was asked.... 
such as night and day rates? 


‘We're doing some exper- 
iments in Scarborough now on 
day rates and night rates,’ 
Garlough said. ‘We're devel- 
oping rates to try and get people 
off the peak times... for example 
an electric car could be 
recharged at night.’ 


He pointed out it would take 
time, a lot of hardware would be 
needed, but, by early next year, 
they would have some 
information. 


‘It's an experiment to see 
whether people will change 
their use patterns,’ MacCarthy 
said. ‘If we can get people off the 
peak load, we won't have to 
build as much generation 
Capacity.” 


WHAT DO YOU THINK OF 
JAMES TAY LOR’S SUGGEST- 
IONS ABOUT HYBRID 
HEATING? 


Background: James Taylor, MPP 
for Prince Edward - Hastings, 
among others, has raised the 
possibility of some type of 
hybrid heating to save on oil. 


Question: what do you think 
about hybrid heating? 


Answer: ‘| am fully supportive of 
Tay lor’s position,’ MacCarthy 
said. ‘We're looking into it.’ 


What Ontario Hydro has come 
up with is an electric coil to goin 
the duct of an oil-fired forced air 
system, without a substantial 
capital investment. 


‘It is fairly cheap to install in 
homes and yo uavoid the cost of 
having to change service entry 
capacity. The 100-amp which is 
standard in most homes would 
likely allow installation of a 
5,000-watt heater in the ducts. A 
good part of the year, that would 
provide all the heat you need. It 
has lots of potential,’ Phil 
Garlough said.

Question: What is Ontario 
Hydro’s policy on using 
independent production which 
can fit into the grid? 


Answer: There is one already 
doing this in the Bruce area. 
Another near Brockville decided 
against it. There is capital 
investment required. 


‘They have to meet certain 

requirements regarding the 
safety of their equipment,’ 
MacCarthy said.

If you pay for a drive make sure 
owner carries special insurance 


Fair warning! If you're paying 
someone to drive you 
somewhere make sure the 
insurance on the vehicle carries 
an endorsement for liability to 
Paying passengers 


If it doesn't, you could be 
leaving yourself out on alimbin 
the event of an accident. 


Suppose the vehicle was in an 
accident and you were hurt 
Whom wouldyou sue? 


Under the standard auto- 
mobile policy, the insurance 
company would have no liability 
for passengers carried for 
compensation 


There are a few exceptions... a 
car pool for example where you 
use your car one week and the 
passenger uses his or her car the 
next week or if you 
occassionally go on a trip with a 
friend who shares the cost of the 
gas 


‘You should always let your 
insurance company know if yo u 
are in a car pool. In fact, you 
should report any changes in 
use,’ warns Harry Taras of Harry 
Tarras Real Estate and Insurance 
Agencies Ltd., Deseronto 


This question of liability arose 
following a complaint lodged in 
a letter to Deseronto Council 
from Bill Dixon, owner of 
Deseronto Cab, who operates 


three licenced taxis 


Mr. Dixon pointed out that he 
pays about $1,000 a year for each 
of his three cabs to provide the 
mandatory insurance protection 
for himself and his paying 
passengers. Without this special 


endorsement, he could be sued 
personally if a passenger was 
injured. 


Mr. Dixon believes that there 
are some other vehicle owners 
in town who are transporting 
passengers for a fee, and who are 
not licenced taxi owners. 


The Ministry of Transportation 
and Communications office in 
Kingston advised him that it was 
up to the Deseronto Town 
Council and the Deseronto 
Police to investigate and put a 
stop to this practice, if it was 
being done. 


And council turned Mr. 
Dixon’s letter over to the Fire 
and Police Committee for 
further action. 


The Scanner checked with the 
police and we were informed 
that it was avery difficult thing to 
prove. 


Just in case anyone in town is 
doing this, they'd be well 
advised to keep the liability 
insurance angle in mind. If they 
have an accident in which a 
paying passenger is hurt and 
they do not have the insurance 
protection to cover this risk, they 
could be sued and possibly lose 
all they own to pay off the claim 
It might take them the rest of 
their lives to do so 


And, if any of our readers are 
in the habit of paying an 
unlicensed’ taxi service, they 
should keep in mind that they 
might never be able to collect 
enough from any private 
individual to cover serious injury 
costs. 
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More off-shore 
workers this year 


Once again, we're into the 
season of the year when we get 
into arguments about the pros 
and cons of bringing in ‘off- 
shore’ labour. And this year, the 
controversy is even more bitter 
because of the unemployment 
situation right here in the 
Quinte area. 


By the middle of August, there 
will be about 300 off-shore 
workers in the part of Prince 
Edward County handled by the 
Canada Manpower office in 
Picton, compared with about 230 
last year. The increase is not as 
great as it appears because, last 
year, Picton did not cover 
Ameliasburg or Hillier Townships 
and , this year, the bottom part of 
Hillier is included in the Picton 
office area. 


However, there is a 
considerable increase following 
a slight easing of the regulations 
concerning hiring off-shore.

Even ‘Pro’ driver still has plenty to learn 


‘You may think you're a pro at 
driving, but there’s always 
something new you can learn,’ 
says driver instructor, Harold 
Chase, of H.D. Driving School, 
Deseronto. 


‘| thought | was a pretty fair 
driver but one day at the BP Skid 
Control School in Oakville 
showed me | could still learn a 
lot. They have an electronic cut- 
in system that locks the rear end 
and throws you into askid which 
yo uhaveto handle. Greg Fisher, 
the North American racing 
champion, was our instructor 
there.” 


The one-day skid training is 
part of a two-week Ontario 
Safety League course which all 
applicants for a driver 
instruction permit must pass. 


The Ontario Government now 
regulates driving schools and has 
introduced strict regulations for 
qualifying as a driver instructor 


‘You have to have a medical 
examination and then get the 
approval of the Ministry of 
Transportation and Commun- 
ications before you can take the 
course. If yo u have more than 6 
demerit points, you don't 
qualify,’ Harold said. ‘Then 
you take a written test for a 
temporary instructor's licence 
and, if you pass, you have to 
practice with a licenced driving 


instructor in the car. Then there 
is another written test and aroad 
test before you get your 
permanent licence.’ 


He got his in September of 
1978 and worked for a driving 
school in Trenton before 
deciding to set up his own 
business in Deseronto. 


Is he nervous when he has a 
‘learner’ in the car? 


“| was at first. I’d get butterflies 
but | acted cool. Now | keep a 
smile on my face and tell 
them...no problem ...no matter 
what happens.’ 


His car is equipped with a dual 
braking system so he can control

The average time for people to 
learn is in about 6 or 8 lessons, 
but he taught one woman who 
took 29 lessons before she 
passed her test ...

Two weeks ago, Deseronto Council placed on ‘active 
file’ a letter from John K. Olson of the Kingston Coalition 
for Nuclear Responsibility 

The Kingston Coalition is concerned about ‘proposed 
and actual transport’ of nuclear wastes from Chalk River 
to South Carolina which might pass-through the 
Deseronto, Napanee, Kingston, Gananoque and 
Kingston Township areas and has asked the councils of 
these municipalities some tough questions about their 
preparations in the event of an accident involving a 
shipment of radioactive material. 

The people in the Kingston Coalition are not the only 
ones who daon’t want nuclear wastes transported in 
their vicinity 

James McGuinness, executive director of the 
Ogdensburgh (US) Bridge Port Authority doesn’t want it 
transported over his international bridge either and has 
taken action. As of July 24, the Ogdensburgh Bridge Port 
Authority will ban the movement of radioactive 
materials across the bridge 

Radioactive material has already been banned from 
the international bridge at Ivy Lee, east of Gananoque. 

The Bridge Authorities have set the example. Now it’s 
time for Deseronto, Napanee, Kingston, Gananoque 
and Kingston Township to get those letters from Mr. 
Olson out of the files and get behind the Kingston 
Coalition tor Nuclear Responsibility.

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WHY DID THE BEACHED BIRDS DIE? 


Local volunteers help with bird research

_ There are certain individuals 
in Prince Edward County who 
are taking time off from their 
normal summer activities to do 
what to some people would 
seem a bit strange. 


They're searching for bodies. 
And the irony of it is these 
people are volunteers who 
appear to be enjoying 
themselves and remuneration is 
the last thing on their minds. 


These volunteers are 
Participating in a Great Lakes 
Beached Bird Survey spon- 
sored by the Long Point 
Bird Observatory in Lake Erie, 
the objective of which is to 
gather environmental baseline 
data on bird mortality on the 
Great Lakes. The volunteers 
make monthly walks along the 
beach of their choice and record 
the numbers and condition of 
any beached birds encountered. 


Of the more than 50 beaches 
in the Great Lakes system being 
surveyed, about 15 of which are 
along Lake Ontario, three 
separate beaches are being 
surveyed in Prince Edward 
County, extending from the 
Huyck’s Point area to Point 
Petre. 


The longest of these is 
Sandbanks Park, a distance of 
five miles from Wellington to the 
old Lakeshore Lodge at the 
extreme east end of the 
Sandbanks. The majority of 
beaches surveyed are no more

than two miles in length. 


As a matter of interest, just 
under 117 miles of beaches were 
surveyed last year with a total of 
1,416 birds being found washed 
up on shore, representing 102 
species. 


WHAT KILLED THEM??? 


The cause of death may not 
always be obvious according to 
the Observatory, but the process 
of finding out becomes a 
challenge. 


Last year, 40 per cent of those 
found dead were thought to 
have died from disease; 20 per 
cent killed by predators; 16 per 
cent were found shot; 15 per 
cent were caused from 
accidental human hazards and 
among these were entangle- 
ment with fishing nets, fish lure 
in bill, one caught in a fishing 
line, another with its leg 
entangled in a plastic bag and 
two caught in a six-pack can 
holder. 


Six per cent of the deaths were 
caused from hitting overhead 
wires, bridges, lighthouses, cars 
and one hung itself on a tree. 
Another was found with its neck 
broken. Oiling accounted for 
two per cent of the finds and one 
ring-billed gull with its wings 
interlocked behind the back still 
remains a mystery. 


Although still in its infancy, 
the interest in the Sandbanks 
stretch has been phenomenal,

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having walked it, two who do it 
on a regular basis anda longline 
of others waiting for their turnto 
come up. 


Commenced in May. the 
Sandbanks survey has, to date, 
recorded 24 dead birds 
representing eight species. 


At least one duck, an old 


. Squaw appeared to showsigns of 


botulism, the result of a 
Trematode parasite that kills this 
species in a matter of a few 
hours. A biologist who studied 
old squaw found on last 
year’s survey discovered that 
many of the die-offs were as a 
result of this parasite which is 
ingested with food or water. 


So far, the observers along 
Sandbanks have not made any 
odd discoveries although 
according to the observers it has 
become abundantly clear that 
many people consider the beach 
largely deserted. 


On more than one occasion, 
the surveyers have stumbled 
over sunbathers of both sexes, 
basking in the sun in the 
altogether, in which case the 
survey crew mumble their 
apologies and assure them as 
long as they are not dead they 
will not be entered on the 
report. 


Periodical live waterbird 
checks are also made on each 
survey, and this fall the study of 
migrating Monarch Butterflies 
will be included. 


These butterflies which winter 
in Mexico, are funneled onto 
the beaches where many die or 
get washed up. A Lepidopterist, 
Dr. Fred Urquhart, has 
suggested that more can be 
learned about their migration if 
Participants would note the 
numbers of monarchs tound. 


In addition to dead or dying 
Monarchs the observers will be 
noting those with broken wings 
and the number of males and 
females, the field mark for 
sexing being the presence or 
absence of a small black spot on 
the hind wing.

Off-shore labour expanded 


Continued from page one 


Jack Ellis, MP for Prince 
Edward/Hastings, has. been 
active in making this program 
available and, just before 
Christmas, he called the Scanner 
to report that the off-shore 
program was going to be 
allowed to expand slightly. 
Employers who had been in the 
program and could show need 
could expand. And those who 
had not been in the program 
could now get in if they could 
show need. The total hired can 
not be more than 20% of the 
workers. 


‘It’s a little early to provide 
exact totals yet, said John 
Cameron, manager of the local 
Manpower office in Picton. 


The reason no exact totals for 
thisyear are available yet is 
because some farmers may 
decide not to bring in all the 
workers they have asked for. 


‘They put in their applications 
in May, decisions are made in 
June and the workers arrive 
about the middle of August,’ Mr. 
Cameron said. 


He said employers don’t want 
to bring them in. ‘It’s nota cheap 
program, they have to pay 
transportation and provide 
accommodation.’ 


The cost of transportation is 
repaid by the worker but the 
farmer has to come up with the 
money originally and it is tied up 
until costs of flights back to 
Jamaica are finally known. 


‘We don’t want the program 
to get out of hand, but we do 
want to get the crops in,’ 
Cameron said. ‘We have been in 
the program since 1973 when we 
had 5 in it.’ / 


At the beginning of this 
article, we mentioned controy- 
ersy over the off-shore labour 
program. 


Some of the local beefs are 
that the off-shore workers who 
harvest the crops do it on piece 
work and are paid at arate which 
must, by law, allow an average 
worker minimum wage ($3 an 
hour). But the farmer does not 
have to pay a minimum wage to 
the local people who put in the 
crops, transplant and do all the 
work leading up to the harvest. 
And most of the local people 
have to provide their own 
transportation to and from the 
farm and their own accom- 
modation. 


Another thing that some 
people find so upsetting is that 
an estimated $6 to $8 million is 
going to Jamaicans, rather than 
to local workers.

Day camp is not day care program 


With declining enrollments in 
schools across the Province, 
anyone might be excused for 
thinking the same trend would 
hold true in activities involving 
children. 


But the Deseronto Recreation 
Committee has a different 
problem ... about 70 youngsters, 
age 12 and under, have 
registered for the Day Camp 
program. Only about 30 were 
expected, and the two leaders, 
Heather Thompson and Mary 
Root have their hands full. 


Betty Bint appeared at 
Monday night’s meeting of 
council to raise some questions 
about the situation. 


‘What kind of qualifications 
have the leaders got?’ she 
wanted to know. 


‘’'m not looking for Jack 
Layfield’s (Recreation Leader) 
hide on the fence,’ she said, ‘but 
these girls need help. I think if he 
had inquired, there were some 
mothers who would volunteer 
to help.’ 


The Scanner talked to Jack 
Layfield Tuesday morning. 


‘Both the leaders attended a 
special leadership training camp 
for four days,’ he said. ‘It cost 
Deseronto $110. We get a grant 
from the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation which covers 75% of 
the wages for two leaders. There 
are three wage scales allowed 
and the 18-year-old leaders we 


have are the maximum age and 
are getting the maximum.’ 


He pointed out that 16 year- 
olds would get less but the 
Committee wanted leaders with 
more experience. 


He also pointed out that the 
day camp was not paid day care. 


‘It was not our intention to run 
a day care program,’ hesaid. ‘We 
don’t have the help or the 


expertise.” 


And he has tried to get some 
volunteer help from parents. 


“Mary Root’s mother is 
coming in and giving a hand,’ he 
said, ‘and we've also phoned 
other parents for help.’ 


He is expecting that when the 
swimming classes start next 
week, registration at the day 
camp will take a drop. 


Chiefs to discuss constitution 


At the beginning of last 
summer, some 400 Indian chiefs 
and native group spokesmen 
headed for England to see the 
Queen and bring to her 
attention their concerns over 
the protection of native rights if 
changes were made in Canada’s 
constitution. 


Among them were four 
representatives from Tyen- 
dinaga Reserve, including the 
then chief, Donald Brant. 


They didn’t get to see the 
Queen but did get a hearing 
from Government repres- 
entatives. 


Now, according to a report 
from Canadian Press, the Indian 
chiefs are prepared to return to 
London to try to persuade British 
MP’s to block any attempt by 
Prime Minister Trudeau to bring 
the constitution to Canada if 
natives are prevented from 
taking part in constitutional 
talks. 


Chief Earl Hill of the Mohawks 
of the Tyendinaga Reserve said 
he has had no official report on 
this but heis planning to attend a 
meeting of Ontario Chiefs in 
Toronto on July 29, 30 and 31, 
and expects that the subject of 
the constitutional changes will 
be discussed.

Sail for Dominican Republic 
on good Samaritan mission 


Within the next few weeks, 
the four-masted schooner, 
Helen S., which has been a 
familiar sight on the Deseronto 
waterfront, will sail off for the 
Dominican Republic on a Good 
Samaritan Mission. 


Its cargo will be eye glasses 
donated by North Americans for 
the on-going eye-care program 
sponsored by the Christian 
Medical Society and Evangelical 
Missionaries Medical Aid 
Society. 


Manning the boat will be its 
owners, Bill and Sirpa Grimshaw, 
with a crew of about six. 


“We might start up with 7 or 
more and end up with less,’ the 
Captain said. ‘We can ride it with 
five.’ 


The voyage will take about 
two and a half or three months. 
Every nook and cranny of the 
boat has been beautifully 
designed and refurbished over 
the past five and a half years to 
provide storage place for cargo, 
crew and their necessities. 


They've been preparing for 
this trip for the past three 
months and have enough 
propane to run the galley stove 
for 8 months if necessary, and 
about 1,000 gallons of fuel for 
the engine. 


‘We can sleep 15 if they’re 
friendly, 10 if they’re not,’ 
Grimshaw joked. 


The Grimshaws found out 
about the program through a 
story in the Toronto Globe and 
Mail. 


‘I didn’t want to start working 
on another boat when this was 
finished, | wanted to do 
something useful,’ Bill said. 4 
had contacted CUSO(Canadian 
University Students Overseas) 
but they need teachers for 
particular trades and | wanted 
something where we could use 
all the skills of the whole crew.” 


When he gets his cargo to the 
Dominican Republic, he and his 
crew are going to help rebuild a 
mobile medical operating clinic 
which was damaged in a storm. 
And, later, may help turn an old 
seminary into a hospital. 


The crew members, although 
green at sailing, have many skills 
which will be helpful along the 
way and after they reach port 
...welding, tool and die making, 


ROM exhibit visits PE Museum

Once an important event in 
the life of a tribal village, today 
the rituals of ‘Mukanda’ have 
largely surrendered to modern 
ways and its value now would 
appear to be tribal and tourist 
entertainment. 


Through Toronto’s Royal 
Ontario Museum, the Prince 
Edward County Museum in 
Picton is explaining to visitors, 
until Thursday of this week, the 
events connected With this tribal 


_ custom. 


Mukanda is the name given by 
some tribes in the Balovale area 
of Zambia to the secret 
circumcision rites that occur 
when a boy is betweeen the ages 
of eight and 13. Museum 
director Don MacDermaid 
explained that the masked 
dancer in the museum's glassed 
case represents the ‘katotola’ 
who appears during the 
festivities and dancing as a 
frightening figure or spirit from 
another world.

small motor repairs ... even a 
seamstress to keep sails in shape. 


“Instead of Paying air freightto 
get the cargo there, they help us 
get there with it and then have 
the boat and crew available to 
assist them,’ Grimshaw said. 


The mission Program is 
actually an on-job training. 
Doctors and nurses from North 
America volunteer to spend a 
few weeks in the Dominican 
Republic, at their own expense, 
giving a hand to the local 
medical people. The program 
runs 10 months of the year and 
about 5,000 people can be 
treated in eight days. During the 
Past 10 years, more than 50,000 
Pairs of glasses have been 
distributed. 


‘They hand out about 900 
tickets a day for the mobile clinic 
and people line up all nightto be 
in line for treatment the next 
day,’ Grimshaw said. ‘It costs 
$1.50 (if they can pay it) and they 
get $1 back if there is nothing 
wrong. The fee pays for 
Operations, glasses, everything.’ 


All the glasses collected, and, 
--There was an amazing 
response in Deseronto,’ ... go to 
Toronto to be checked on a 
computer and catalogued. 


A SEASONED SAILOR 


Although the crew members 
are mostly green, Mr. Grimshaw 
himself is well seasoned. 


When he bought his first boat, 
he didn’t know anything about 
sailing. It was a 38-foot boat and 
he learned to sail the Great 
Lakes, 60 miles in a seven-hour 
day. 


‘I learned hard and fast, in the 
gales on Lake Erie. Later, | sailed 
the Irish Sea and it was not so 
bad. | have seen worse gales on 
the Great Lakes.’ 


He found the Helen S. in the 
Picton harbour. It had been 
rebuilt in 1899 with a steam 
engine in it .... one of the first 
steam tugs ... and has aschooner 
hull. 


‘The old engine was 17 feet 
long and just getting it out was a 
big job,’ he said. 


The engine now is under the 
floor and he has put onsails ... 15 
of them ... and expects to run 
with 11. 


How big is the boat? 


‘There are three ways to 
measure length,’ he said. ‘The 
length overall is 105 feet, from 


_ Stem to stern is 81 feet, and the 


waterline length is 77 feet.” 


It has 27 tons of ballast = 
concrete and old railroad rails. 


‘It’s called a dry boat because 
it rises rapidly over a wave rather 
than going through it,’ he 
explained. 

‘It sails like a dream. You set 
the course and it steers straight 
on. Once the sails are up, | can 
handle it by myself.’ 


The interior is a marvellous 
example of making the most 
efficient use of room.

Why send our troops with no equipment: 


By WAYNE COOPER 


Canada’s committment to 
NATO’s northern flank would 
appear to be a good, logical 
choice for our contribution. The 
climate, terrain and equipment 
combined with a congenial 
rapport with the Norwegians 
makes it look like Ottawa has 
finally done something right for 
a change. 


But what appears on the 
surface to be as simple as 
changing the guards on 
Parliament Hill is more likely to 
turn into a re-run of the Hong 


Kong debacle of 1941. 


Canada is to send 4,000 troops 
aand about 30 CF-5 fighter 
aircraft to northern Norway to 
reinforce the Norwegians in the 
event of a Soviet attack in that 


area. The Canadian soldiers, 
airmen and equipment are 
located in Canada. The plan to 
get them into a defensive 
position in Norway ts 42

urtesy of Air Canada, an 


operation which has never been 
rehearsed! However, there is no 
real reason to rush the boys 
anyway, because everything 
except what they carry on board 
the airplanes will be arriving 
later by sea! 


The sea lift of armoured 
vehicles, ammunition trailers, 
jeeps and supplies needed to 
support the soldiers could take 
as long as a month, as it did for 


Cypress. 


In the meantime, the airmen 
will be ferrying over the CF-5's, 
using the Boeing 707 tankers as 
mother ships. Four CF-5S’s per 
707 will require seven or eight 
missions for the 707’s. This does 
not include flying in people and 
equipment to support the 
fighters. 


VERY COMPLEX 


Even so, Canada’s reinforce- 
ment of the northern flank still 
looks viable, if only very 
complex. The complexity could 
even be significantly reduced if 
we could pre-position the bulk 
of our equipment and supplies 
and some troops in northern 
Norway. But there’s the rub!

PRESCRIPTIONS 
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In 1949, the then Labour 
government of Norway 
unilaterally assured the Russians 
they wouldn’t allow allied forces 
in Norway unless threatened by 


an attack! 


The adherence of the 
Norwegians to this self-imposed 
limitation while the Soviets 
increase their military activities 
in that area makes one wonder 
why we should be committing 
our forces to almost certain 
defeat. The Russians would have 
to be at least on the verge of 
attack before the Canadians 
launch off from home for the 
battle. This would put our troops 
directly into battle waiting for 
their equipment to arrive. 


Political and military planning 
of this calibre can only lead to 
national disasters such as Hong 
Kong in 1941. Two battalions of 
the Canadian Army suffered 
100% casualties reinforcing that 
colony under the guise of a 
brilliant British manoeuver to 
prevent more than 50,000 
Japanese already poised on the 
border awaiting the order to 
attack as soon as the Pearl 
Harbour raid commenced. 


All the facts were available to 
Canada in 1941 but our 
government sent 555 Canadians 
to their death and another 1,500 
to three and a half years of 
misery in Japanese prison camps. 


In 1980, all the facts are 
available and our government is 
still committed to send 4,000 
Canadians to Norway to almost 
certain disaster. : 


Like Hong Kong, the enemy 
waiting at the border has 
formidible strength and will be 
close to their supply sources. 
Like Hong Kong, the Canadians 
will be virtualy cut off from 
escape. Like Hong Kong, the 
battle plan has been formed by 
non-Canadians! 


Perhaps we should support 
our NATO allies. But if we do, we 
should not charge headlong into 
an almost hopeless situation 
created by the nations we're 
trying to help. 


Canada should withhold our 
northern flnak committment 
until Norway unties its own 
hands. We are nothing but fools 
unless we do.

Deseronto Council Briefs 


e Two by-laws were passed at 
Monday night’s. meeting of 
Deseronto Town Countil. The 
first was a by-law to designate 
the property known as 112 
Fourth Street (United Church) 
as being of architectural and 
historical value. No objections 
were received following 
publication of the town's 
intention. 


The second was to control 
noise ... which was defined in the 
by-law as ‘unwanted sound’. 
Point of reception of the noise 
means any point on the premises 
of a person where sound or 
vibration originating from other 
than those premises is received. 


Noises prohibited at all times 
are persistent barking, calling or 
whining or other similar 
persistent noise making by any 
domestic pet or any other animal 
kept or used for any purpose 
other than agriculture ... andthe 
operation of a motor vehicle in 
such a way that the tires squeal. 


Noise prohibited between 
9:30 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. includes 
the operation of any electronic 
device or group of connected 
electronic devices incorporating 
one or more loud speakers or 
other electro-mechanical 
transducers, and intended for 
the production, reproduction or 
amplification of sound, 


Councillor C. Zieman pointed 
out that music can be heard 
outside at the Legion Hall, the 
Lions Club and the Arena after 
9:30 p.m., and that the time 
should be changed to 1:00 a.m. 


‘| would like to suggest that 
these .are not things people 
complain about,’ Mayor John 
Neal said.

NDP. passes ‘Stop Darlington’ 


resolution 


At a biennial convention in 
Guelph, recently, the New 
Democratic Party developed 
policy on a wide range of 
subjects with regard to 
agriculture, health, energy, 
education and manufacturing as 
well as several other areas of 
provincial jurisdiction. 


Twenty-eight positions on the 
provincial executive were filled 
by a series of elections over the 
course of the convention. 


The new president of the 
Ontario NDP is Terry Meagher 
of Toronto, who is secretary- 
treasurer of the Ontario 
Federation of Labour. Jack 
Murray, the past president, was 
elected to the position of 
provincial secretary, a full time 
position and the most important 
on the executive. Gillian 
Sandeman, a former MPP from 
Peterborough, was acclaimed as 
treasurer for the next two years. 


Many of the policy resolutions 
debated were of a topical nature 
and combined they will form the 
party platform in the next 
election. 


A very comprehensive 
manufacturing policy for the 
4980's was endorsed by the 
convention. The policy had 


at 


convention 


been developed by a task force 
committee set up at the last 
convention in 1978. 


The general objectives of the 
policy called for the manu- 
facturing sector to serve the 
Canadian market, build on 
Canada’s needs, link manu- 
facturingavith our abundance of 
natural resources and develop 
the human resource base of 
Ontario. 


One of the most heated 
debates evolved generally 
around the use of nuclear power 
and specifically a resolution 
calling for the shut down of the 
preparation for the Darlington 
plant with the massive savings 
being diverted into alternative 
energy industries. 


Some delegates thought that 
the Darlington production 
would be needed to head off an 
electrical shortage in the early 
1990’s but the stop Darlington 
resolution was adopted after a 
lengthy debate. 


The riding of Hastings- 
Peterborough was represented 
at the convention by Elmer 
Buchanan of Tweed and Paul 
Croscup of Deseronto.

I’M IN CLOVER!!! 


Try it — you'll like it! 


Last week, | promised to fill 
you in on the virtues of clover, 
dandelion, and chickweed. 


| have often wondered where 
the expression ‘I’m in clover’ 
originated, meaning you've got 
it good. It could be that it came 
from someone who realized 
what a good thing clover really 
is. 


Clover is said to be a 
wonderful blood purifier, and 
combined with other herbs, a 
remedy for cancer, and effective 
in bronchial troubles and 
whooping cough. If the cancer is 
in the throat, it is recommended 
to make a strong tea with the 
clover and gargle three or four 
times a day, swallowing some of 
the tea. 


For my clover tea, | use one 
tablespoon of the dried 
blossoms to one cup of water, 
strain, and drink warm. | drink 
mine clear, but a little honey 
may be used to sweeten if 
desired. Milk should not be 
added. 


If you wish to gather your own 
clover, do so in the summer 
when it is in full bloom. Dry in 
the shade on papers. Put in 
paper bags when dry and hangin 
a dry place. 


Chickweed is considered to 
be a great nuisance, but is also 
considered to be very beneficial 
by some people. It may be used 
fresh, dried, or powdered in 
poultices or made intoa salve. It 
can be used for bronchitis, 
coughs, colds, rheumatism, 
lungs and bronchial tubes. It is 
also said to be a good remedy for 
external applications for skin 


diseases, burns, sore or inflamed 
eyes, and all kinds of wounds 


| think most of us have heard 
of the use of the dandelion in the 
same way as spinach. It is said to 
contain natural nutritive salts 
which purify the blood, and is 
very good for anemia. The rootis 
useful in kidney troubles, 
diabetes, and increases the 
activity of the liver, pancreas and 
spleen. 


This information, of course, is 
not to be used in place of 
medical care by your doctor if 
this seems warranted. As | 
mentioned before, | use several 
of these herbs and enjoy 
experimenting with them, 
making sure that | am using the 
correct preparation.

Brand new town site that’: 
strictly for the birds!! 


By TERRY SPRAGUE - 


The Prince Edward Region 
Conservation Authority (PERCA) 
is hopping these days, and it’s all 
for the birds. 


A six acre site adjacent to the 
Authority office at Macaulay 
Conservation Area on the 
outskirts of Picton on County 
Road 8, has taken on a new look 
this summer with the addition of 
bird houses - about 50 of them, 
in what has been appropriately 
named ‘Birdhouse City’. 


PERCA’s general super- 
intendent Doug Harnes, says the 
plans for the complex call for 92 
houses. The idea of a city for 
birds started some three years 
ago when Doug and other staff 
members constructed a giant 80- 
compartment _ purple martin 
house fashioned after the 
former Massassauga Park Hotel. 
The construction of the super 
structure was completed during 
the winter months in periods of 
unseasonable weather, using 
scrap lumber. 


The Massassauga Park Hotel, 
built around 1877, was located on 
what is now the Massassauga 
Conservation Area, owned by 
PERCA, and attracted guests 


who travelled on passenger 


steamers which plied the Bay 
Quinte waters on a regular bas 
While little trace of the hot 
remains, Mr. Harnes was able 
construct the martin house 
using old photographs of t 
building. 

From this, ‘Birdhouse City’ 
spawned, and 80 per cent 
those houses now erected « 
the site are also built from scr 
lumber. The majority of t 
houses were built by PERCA st 
and a few were constructed | 
year by the Experience 
summer students.

EDITORIAL 


This week's editorial was sent to us by the Farm Safety 
Association. It was written by Maurice Sisler, the 
Association’s president. 


Each year, National Farm Safety Week is proclaimed 
on July 25-31, all across Canada and the United States. 
While the Farm Safety Association is involved in 
promoting farm safety and health every week of the 
year, we still feel that Farm Safety Week is a good way to 
bring home to everyone the health and safety problems 
that exist in agriculture. 


If any lessons were to be learned in the 70’s decade, 
health problems in the work place would be one of the 
most common. Agriculture has been no exception, 
silage gas and manure gas have claimed lives and in 
other instances resulted in permanent lung damage. 


Farmers’ lung is another condition that is becoming 
more evident. More research is needed into the health 
aspects of farming. We can no longer assume that our 
work environment is more safe than other types of work. 


The accidental death toll in agriculture remains 
unacceptably high. The largest proportion of accidental 
farm deaths are involved with farm machinery, 
particularly tractors. Injuries involving farm equipment 
have more than doubled in the last four years. 


_ Farmers’ dependency on equipment will continue to 
increase in the future. Hazards involving farm 
equipment can be reduced by better equipment, 
design, and guarding and shielding. 


However, no amount of design or engineering 


changes will compensate for plain common sense in 
operating the equipment. 


A farmer's attitude toward his own safety will largely 
determine how safely he works himself and, ultimately, 
how safe his operation is for his workers. 


A good safety attitude is not developed overnight, it 
takes years. The programs of the Farm Safety Association 
are intended to improve attitudes. 

During Farm Safety Week this year we hope that 
everyone will join with us in Promoting safety and health 


to one of the country’s most important resources - the 
farmer.

“Canadians. In addition, they 


must be creating new jobs by 
expanding acreage, orshifting to 
labour-intensive crops. 


Other adjustments will allow 
those employers who_ hired 
more foreign workers in 1978 
than in 1979 to use the larger 
figure as the upper limit on the 
number they hire in 1980. New 
owners may use the greater of 
the number hired by the previous 
owner, in 1978 or 1979 as their 
1980 limit. Previously, new ~ 
owners who could not qualify as 
new program users were unable 
to hire foreign workers. 

Mr. Axworthy noted that this 
program will be covered as part 
of a major review of the 
Committion’s Agricultural 
Program and services. This 
review, announced inDecember 
1979, is expected to be 
completed in the fall of 1980, 
well in advance or the 1981 
growing season.

Vacation care 
for your 
houseplants 


Your houseplants don’t have 
to suffer while you take a 
vacation. Burke McNeill, 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food horticulturist, says 
there a numer of solutions to 
your plant sitting problems. 


The best solution is to find an 
accommodating neighbour to 
water the plants while you are 
away. If you are fortunate 
enough to find one, leave 
watering instructions, expecially 
if the person is inexperienced 
with plants. ‘It doesn’t take long 
to kill a plant by over-watering,’ 
he says 


Another solution is to put the 
plants in about two inches of 
water in the bathtub or kitchen 
sink. If there is no natural lightin 
the room, it is advisable to leave 
a light on. Using this method, 
Mr. McNeill says plants can 
survive for about two weeks 


You can also make your own 
automatic watering system using 
clear plastic bags. First water the 
plants thoroughly and insert two 
stakes, slightly taller than the 
plant, into each pot. Put the bag 
over the top of the plant and 
fasten to the pot rim with a 
rubber band. This will allow 
consensation inside the bag to 
drain down into the soil 


Mr. McNeill says once in the 
bags, the plants should besetina 
cool spot away from direct 
sunlight. This will provide an 
ideal enviroment for house- 
plants for about two weeks, 
However, this method is not 
recommended for soft plants, 
such as fibrous begnias, which 
may rot because of excess 
mortsture.

‘The number of nuisance 
complaints and the number of 
deer killed on roads goes up 
each year,’ he said. ‘And, in 
Prince Edward County, there is 
more density of deer population 
than‘in surrounding ‘agricultural 
areas.’ 


He thinks that a lot of the 
Opposition to a hunt is based on 
the ‘morality’ of hunting. 


‘Hopefully we can come up 
with something which will be 
acceptable,’ he said. ‘We're 
moving to a new selective 
harvest system which can deal 
with a specific herd and manage 
it more effectively.’ 


‘New regulations this year are 
in line with the new selective 
harvest system.’

Just that old-time religion 


BY MICHAEL HAYWARD 


As you drive along Highway 49 
just north of the Quinte Skyway 
bridge, you see a large blue and 
white striped tent peeking out 
over the trees. It is the meeting 
tent of the ‘Native New Life 
Outreach’, an organization 
whose objective is to give ‘new 
life’ to the Indian people by 
bringing the Christian message 
to them. 


Tonight is going to be a 
meeting night. As | drive in| see 
lots of people walking about, 
waiting for things to begin. 
Finally it is time. The singing and 
music start as ‘The Chrystalaires’, 
quoted as being ‘Canada’s No. 1 
Gospet Quartet’, get things 
going 


In this kind of meeting the 
audience participates. They sing 
along, they clap and stand and 
raise up their hands in praise of 
God and Christ. The evening 
continues on with more prayers, 
more preaching and more 
singing. 


The tent fills up. Before long it 
is filled to capacity with a 
mixture of peoples. It seems that 
every race and age group is 
represented. As the evening 
progresses the emotional pitch 
of the audience rises higher and 
higher. To help this along, a 
group from Chicago, ‘The One 
Accord Prayer Band’, sings a 
couple of Negro blues spirituals. 
Some people can hardly contain 
themselves. 


As Rev. Ross Maracle told me 


in an interview the next day, ‘We 
have no inhibitions when the 
spirit of God begins to move.’ 


Well, whatever it was, it was 
too much for me and | found 
myself having to leave at 10 
o'clock. | was later told that the 
meeting went on until well past 
midnight. 


When | was talking to Rev. 
Ross Maracle, founder of the 
‘Native New Life Outreach’, he 
told me that the middle words, 
‘New Life’ in the organizations 
title best explained its purpose. 


He said he started the 
organization because he found 
in his travels of tens of thousands 
of miles, sometimes by canoe, 
dogteam, skidoo and bush 
plane, that not only were his 
people deprived economically, 
educationally and socially but 
that they were deprived 
spiritually as well. There were no 
Sunday schools or seminaries 
and he was sometimes 
overwhelmed to tears for the 
needs of his people. 


INDIANS ‘BY-PASSED’ 


He then claimed that even 
though Indians were the original 
inhabitants of Canada, they 
tended to be bypassed by the 
Europeans when they brought 
the Gospel over. That is, instead 
of first making sure the spiritual 
needs of the Canadian natives 
were met, the white man chose 
to use Canada as a spring board 
for missionary work in other 
areas of the world such as Africa. 


This is where ‘Native New Life 
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Outreach’ comes in, he said. Not 
only does it have the general 
objectives of outreach 
evangelism and the distribution 
of bibles and literature but it also 
has the main objective of 
teaching Indians of the Gospel 
that they might go out and teach 
their own people. The idea 
being that Indians can best reach 
fellow Indians. 


FROM MANY PLACES 


Rev. Maracle said that many 
kinds of Indians come to this 
camp from all across Canada and 
different parts of the United 
States. He said that there were 
Indians who came from beyond 
road and rail. That some of them 
lived in bush huts, log cabins or 
teepees. In fact one could see 
teepees set up on the 
campgrounds. 


He called his type of ministry 
‘tent evangelism’. He said that 
they take down that big blue and 
white tent and move it around to 
various places. 


He spoke of the organization 
as faith building and _ bible 
centred. That the camp meeting 
is ‘old fashioned biblical based 
evangelism’ and that God’s 
power is relevant for today. He 
believes in literal interpretation 
of the bible. He preaches belief 
in miracles and claimed, for 
example, that through the 
power of prayer he had seen 
alcoholics instantaneously and 
completely delivered from their 
addi ction. He spoke of an

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Progress takes its toll

There can be little doubt that, 
over the last several decades, 
progress has taken a massive toll 
of North American birdlife. 
Through sheer ignorance, 
people have shot, poisoned, 
polluted and harried many of 
the country’s fine birds of prey 
into near extinction. Elsewhere 
birds are being concreted and 
asphalted into oblivion as critical 
nesting habitat is destroyed. 


Among the greatest offenders 
are the man-made structures. 


Barge to put 
down cable 


If yo u see a barge out on the 
Long Reach in the next few 
weeks, it’s likely that the 
workmen on it are laying 
Ontario Hydro’s temporary 44- 
kilovolt submarine cable from 
North Fredericksburgh to Prince 
Edward County. 


At the approach to each 
shoreline, the cable will be laid 
in a trench and covered to 
ensure that it will not be 
damaged by ice piling up on 
shore during the winter. 


Tower foundation crews have 
installed all of the tower footings 
in North Fredericksburgh and 
foundation work has begun in 
Sophiasburgh Township. 


Initial work at the Picton 
transformer station site will 
begin in the fall. This includes 
soil testing, followed by site 
preparation in the spring of 1981 
and construction of the station’s 
buildings and facilities 
beginning during the fall of 1981. 


Plans call for the laying of the 
permanent 230-kilovolt 
submarine cable under the Long 
Reach during the summer of 
1982. 


Looming several hundred feet 
into the air, their illumination 
lures thousands of birds annually 
to their death. Television and 
radio towers and a miscellany of 
other antennae become 
graveyards as migrating birds 
come in collision with the lights 
and supporting guy wires. One 
such tower in Barrie kills more 
than 5,000 birds every month 
during the migration period, 
with an overwhelming 1,500 
birds being picked up in just one 
Jay during one heavy 
september migration. 


Although perhaps not as 
massive in terms of numbers, it 
seems many of Ontario’s birds 
are threatened by yet another 
human related hazard. Exactly 
how serious this new threat may 
become depends largely on the 
co-operation of those respon- 
sible claims Bruce Stratton, 
conservation officer with the 
Napanee office of the Ministry 
of Natural Resources. 


The culprit is monofilament 
fishing line and waterbirds 
become hopelessly entangled in 
it when the line is encountered 
by the birds in the water. 
Gulls,said Mr. Stratton have 
been notorious in past years for 
getting tangled in fishing line, 
but recent discoveries in Prince 
Edward County indicate other 
water birds, including loons and 
ducks are suffering untold agony 
when they become caught in 
lengths of broken line which has 
been discarded into the water by 
anglers. 


Mr. Stratton fears the problem 
may be more serious than one 
might suspect. In April he found 
three common goldeneye 
ducks, also known as whistlers, 
in East Lake which had died 
when their feet became 
wrapped around the fishing line.

Grant will help upgrade 
life skills for handicapped 


Minister of Community and 
Social Services, Keith C. Norton, 
and James Taylor, MPP Prince 
Edward/Lennox, have announ- 
ced a research and demon- 
stration grant of $37,000 for the 
development of an education 
program for developmentally 
handicapped adults in Lennox 
and Addington County. 


The purpose of the progrm is 
to upgrade the lifeskills and 
knowledge of participants so 
they can become more 
independent and take part more 
fully as members of their 
communities. It will cover basic 
skills such as reading, writing 
and communication and 
information on cultural 
activities. 

Currently in the final planning 
stages, it will employ one 
teacher/researcher and will rely 
on volunteer participation. The 
organizations involved in the 


develoment of the program 
include: the Lennox and 
Addington Association for the 
Mentally Retarded, the 
Community Education Depart- 
ment of Lennox and Addington 
County Board of Education, and 
A.R.C. Industries of Napanee 


‘We expect one of the positive 
results of this program will be 
the developing of new resource 
materials and teaching methods 
for use by groups wishing to set 
up educatio programs in other 
parts of the province, Mr. 
Norton said. 


Mr. Taylor added: ‘This 
program is a welcome initiative 
in the area of adult education for 
the developmentally hand- 
icapped. Its results should 
benefit not only develop- 
mentally handicapped adults in 
Lennox and Addington County 
but similarly handicapped adults 
throughout the province.’

Commissioner Paul Boyd, and John Cameron, manager 
of the local Employment and Immigration office in 
Picton 

And, since the time the meeting was first proposed, 
the employment situation has deteriorated, once again. 
The most recent lay-off is at Lake Ontario Cement Ltd. 
Some 200 will be laid off for about six weeks, starting 
August 7 > 

On the other hand, 
Employment and Immigration, Lloyd Axworthy, last 
week announced that some Ontario fruit and vegetable 
growers may be able to hire additional ‘off-shore’ 
workers during this year’s peak harvest. Up to 300 
additional Caribbean and Mexican workers will be 
allowed into Canada for the harvest season.

The Federal Minister was careful to point out that it is 
his government's policy to make sure Canadians have 
the first opportunity to obtain any jobs that are available. 

It would appear that when Ellis, Taylor King 
etc. get together for their meeting to discuss possible 
solutions to the current local unemployment problems, 
they will be faced with one obvious solution ... don’t 
bring in any additional ‘foreign’ workers until every 
unemployed person in the county has had an 
opportunity to ‘help bring in the sheaves’. 


It could make a pleasant change to work out in the 
outdoors for six weeks or so after mo nths of working in 
a stuffy plant or factory.

mate continued to remain just 
offshore. Upon investigation,the 
loon was found to have 
swallowed a line with fish hook 
attached. In an effort to free 
itself of the line, the remaining 
length became firmly wrapped 
around the loon’s neck. before 
the line could be cut and 
removed from the neck, the 
loon died. 


While it is difficult in many 
cases for fishermen to retrieve 
fishing line which has become 
broken under water, Mr. 
Stratton feels much of it is due to 
carelessness and is appealing to 
all anglers to properly dispose of 
unwanted lengths of fishing line. 


“If we can find that many birds 
caught in monofilament line in 
that length of time, think how 
many get killed every year,’ Mr. 
Stratton stressed.

Also, monofilament line has a 
long lifespand and could remain 
detrimental to water birds for at 
least 20 years. Dupont in 
Kingston were unable to say 
how many years it would take for 
monofilament line to break 
down under water, but said, ‘it 
would be an awful long time,’ 
and would depend largely on 
the amount of contaminents in 
the particular body of water 
Monofilament line is manu- 
factured in the United States 
said the spokesman but is 
marketed through Dupont's 
Toronto branch. Dupont’s 
general manager in Toronto 
Doug Haggart was unavailable 
for comment. 


According to two area marinas 
interviewed, Baycrest Marina at 
Big Island and Glenora Marina at 
Glenora, monofilament line 
creates problems in boat 
propellers. Larry Wagner of 
Glenora Marina says that 
because of its strength, 
monofilament line can break the 
oil seal in the shaft resulting ina 
loss of oil and subsequent 
damage to the shaft. Because of 
the friction generated when the 
line becomes entangled in the 
propeller, the line will melt and 
appear like an additional seal 
around the shaft.
